Ifovenent  of  Seed.     '7ith  ideal  Wcathpr  for  harvesting  and  ginning  prevailing  during  the  entire 
week  in  the  Southwestern  Area,  the  novenent  of  cottonseed  to  oil  rails  was  the  heaviest  of  the 
season,     Ginnin,<y  in  the  lower  half  of  Texas  was  nearing  conpletion  \7hil0  in  northv/est,  Texas  and 
in  Oklahoma  it  was  ahout  at  the  peak. 

Quality  of  Seed.     The  quality  of  seed  in  Texas  for  the  week  was  the  sane  as  last  week,  with  an 
average  grade  of  99«  5'    However,  the  , average  grade  in  Oklahoma  showed  a  slight  inproveaont 33.0 
conpared  witli  92.0  for  the  previous  vreok,  as  a  result  of  dry  weather,  - 

Only  counties  of  Districts  8  and  9  of  Texas  (the  August  tropical  storn  area) -continued  to  show 
quality  index  deductions  on  account  of  free  fatty  acid  in  the  oil  with  as  high  as  40.3  units  in 
sone  of  the  counties.    District  4  (Blackland  Area)  was  still  leading  the  State  with  an  average 
grade  of  103  chiefly  be.cause  of  the  high  oil  content.    Certificates  from  District  2  (South  Plains) 
reflected  the  largest  average  grade  increase,  with  100. 5  conpared  vdth  99«0.  last  week. 

Although  the  grade  in  Oklahoma  showed  slight  improvement  over  that  of  the  previous  week,  the 
certificates  received  showed  -that  much  of  the  seed  v/hich  moved  to  the  mills  was  of  a  low  oil 
content  and  contained  excessive  moisture.    District  6  (central  eastern  Oklahoma)  Continued  to 
show  the  lowest  average  grade  for  Oklahoma,  with  84. 0,  due  to  excessive  moisture,  free  fatty  acid, 
and  low  oil  content  of  the  seed.  >.  ^ 

Prices  of  Cottonseed.    The  average  price  paid  for  wagon  lots  for  seed  this  ^7eek  hy  ginners  in 
Texas  was  $53.10,  which  was  20  cents  less  per  ton  than  that  reported  last  week.     The  lowest  wagort- 
lot  price  of  $25  was  reported  in  V/harton  County,  District  9;  '^^'■^  average  of  $35  for  this  district 
was  also  the  lowest  in  the  State. 

The  average  price  paid  by  ginners  in  Oklahoma  was  $49«40  ^-rhich  iras  $1.20  less  per  ton  than  that 
of  the  previous  week;    The  lowest  wagon-lot  price  of  $40  was  reported  in  Muskogee  County, 
District  6.     The  average  of  $45  for  this  district  was  also  the  lowest  paid  by  ginners  in  Oklahoma. 

Oil  mill  prices  quoted  ranged  from  $52  to  $62"per  ton  basis  grade,  (lOO)  f.o.b.  gins  in  Texas  and 
$55  ■to  $60  in  Oklahoma. 

The  lateness  of  this  season' s  smaller  cotton  crop  is  reflected  in  ginnings  through  aid-October 
which  were  the  smallest  on  record.    Ginnings  through  this  period  amounted  to  abojit  39  percent  of 
the  indicated  crOp  or  the  Smallest  proportion  since  I906.  "... 

Prices  of  fats  and  oils  in  the  United  States  probably  will  continue  at  high  levels  through  1946 
and  early  1947«  according  to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.    But  despite  high  prices  in 
prospect  for  oils,  prices  of  domestic  oilseeds  may  aver  :,ge  moderately  lower  in  194^-47  than  in 
the  current  marketing  year.     The  Bureetu  expects  this  partly  because  of  lovrer  rjrices  in  prospect 
for  oilseed  meal  in  late  194^  and  1947-    Demand  for  high-protein  feeds  nay  be  less  strong  in  the 
sunmei'  and  fall  of  194^  "than  in  1945*    Reflecting  a  probable  decline  in  returns  to  poultry  and 
dairy  producers,  the  Bureau  says. 

Cottonseed  prices 'received  by  producer's  in  the  United  States  averaged  $51.00  per  ton  as  of 
October  I5  agains-t  $51«40  a  month  eaxlio*  and  $52«70  a  yea*  ago.    Farm  prices  for  cottonseed  in 
October  were  129  per  cent  of  parity,  which  increased  slightly  from  339.20  per  ton  in  Septenber  to 
£•39.50  in  October.*
